NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The World's Washing- 
ton special says: “Speaker Crisp author- 
izes the statement that there is no 
basis whatever for any one of the many 
reports circulated regarding the ap- 
pointment of the chairmen of commit- 
tees. He is not yet decided upon a 
Single appointment, and will not for 
several days, certainly not before the 
arrival of President Cleveland and Sec- 
retary Carlisle, and probably not until 
the caucus shall have Officially desig- 
nated him as its candidate for Speaker. 

“He does not expect to announce the 
committees until eight or ten days 
after organization on Monday. He may 
make an exception of the Committee on 
Coinage, but has reached no such de- 
termination yet. The Speaker's sole 
aim is to do only that which will be of 
the greatest service to the party, whieh 
means co-operation with the adminis- 
tration. 


If Cleveland 
shall confine his recommendations 
Strictly to repeal, with no hint of sub- 
sequent legislation in the direction of 
bimetallism, it might be considered 
wise to pit Cockran against the redoubt- 
able Bland, in which event Cockran 
would leave the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to become chairman of the Coin- 
age Committee.

hé should care to do so, despite the op- 
posing majority in his committee. As 
the composition of the Ways and Means 
Committee will be affected by that of 
the Coinage Committee. especially with 
reference to Cockran, it is easy to see 
the reasons for the statement made 
above, viz., that all depends upon the 
President’s policy as outlined in his 
message.”’ 


A NEW BILL. 
Congress Will Be Asked to Consider Silver 


Measures. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) As soon after Con- 
gress meets as it becomes practicable, 
Bland, the leader of the silver forces 
in the House, will introduce a bill em- 
bodying the views of the silver men. 
It will provide for the repeal of the 
and 
substitute therefor the free coinage of 
silver at the present ratio of 16 to 1. 
That, he said, will be the ground upon 
which they will make the fight. 

Although there has been no definite 
Plan agreed upon, he recognized that 
men could honestly differ as to ratio, 
but that was a matter that should be 
settled in the. party itself. Upon the 
use of both gold and silver as money 
at parity, the Democratic party could 
not differ. If a compromise measure 
increasing the ratio was reached, he 
said, he saw no reason why the present 
dollar should not be kept in circulation 
as it was now. He proposed, however, 
with all his power, to resist any in- 
crease in ratio. 

Representative Henderson of North 
Carolina has a plan for the adjustment 
of the silver question that he holds 
out to be satisfactory to persons who 
wish to see the Democratic platform 
declarations carried into effect without 
creating divisions in the party. This 
might be accomplished, he thinks, by 
passing a bill requiring the absolute 
purchase of a certain proportion of 
each metal each month, and the coin- 
age of the metal purchased. Congress 
might, from time to time, change these 
proportions as the needs of the country 
seemed to require, and thus adjust the 
circulation to the demands. 

Congressman Dockery of Missouri, a 
leading member of the Committe on 
Appropriations, tonight planted himself 
squarely upon the Democratic platform: 
and said he proposed to be guided by 
that document. He was. he said, an 
advocate of the double standard and 
of paper money convertible into either 
gold or silver. 

Congressman Sayers of Texas, also 
a member of the Appropriation Com- 
mittee, said that conditional repeal of 
the Sherman law was what the people 
wanted and all that Congress would 
give. He favors free coinage at the

The Suspensions are Attended With Hardly 

- Any Excitement. 

ST. PAUL, Aug. 4—(Ry the Associ- 
ated Press.) The closing of the doors 
of the German-Anicrican National 
Bank this morning, as arranged for 
last night, caused some withdrawals of 
funds from other banks, but there was 
no particular excitement. 

The People’s Bank, with a capital of 
$200,000, suspended. The failure is not 
considered an.important one. 

The West Side Bank, with a capital 
of $100,000, closed its doors at 1 o'clock. 
The bank officials say that they expect 
to resume in a few days. 

The Comptroller of the Currency has 
appointed Daniel W. Lawler of this city 
to take charge of the German-America 
Bank. 


ON A NOTE. 


Judgment Confessed by a Chicago Dry Goods 
House. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) James H. Walker & Co., 
dealers in dry-goods, one of the largest 
firms in perty. confessed judgment 
today on a note for $5495. The amount 
involved in the failure is $2,000,000. 

W. A. Mason and the Chicago Title 
and Guarantee Trust Company were 
appointed receivers. Tomorrow a third 
party will be selected to act with the 
other two. This is in conformity with 
the law, and settles the dispute be- 
tween the members of the firm. 

The firm succeeded to Chicago's busi- 
ness of A. T. Stewart & Co. of New 


York, and did. both a wholesale and re- 


tail business. The action taken today

NOVEL CHECKS. 


Sight Demands Drawn on the Clearing- house 
Funds. 

FALL RIVER (Mass.,) Aug. 4.—(By 
the Associated Press.) This morning the 
Bourne Mills put into circulation pay- 
roll checks, of which the following is 
a Sample: 

“Pay to the bearer, in clearing-house 
funds, $5, and charge that amount to 
the account of the Bourne Mills. 

“GRORGE A, CHACE, 
“Treasurer.”’ 

These checks are intended to meet 
the situation resulting from a shortage 
in the currency, and wal probably be 
accepted by grocers and operatives 
without question. Other mills will fol- 
low the example of the Bourne cor- 
poration. 


COMMITTED SUICIDE. 


A Chicago Board of Trade Operator Forced to 
the Wall. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—(By the Assaci- 
ated Press.) Nelson Vankirk, a Board 
of Trade operator, committed suicide 
today. He was 75 years old, and a 
member of the firm of Vankirk & 
Austin, which became bankrupt about 
a year ago. After the failure, he had 
reorganized affairs and resumed trad- 
ing, but today he was again forced to 
the wall. 

When the climax came, he rushed to 
his private office and committed sui- 
cide. The report of the tragedy cre- 
ated a tremendous sensation on the 
board, and was seemingly the climax 
following the disastrous times of the 
past week. as 


HIS DISABILITY. 


Deputy Commander Bell Also Drew a Pension 
at One Time. 

WASHINGTON. Aue. 4.—(By the 
Associated Press.) It has just leaked 
out from the archives of the Pension 
Bureau that Deputy Commissioner Bell, 
who has made numerous public state- 
ments severely condemning the disabil. 
ity pension decision of Judge Long and 
of others. was himself in the same boat 
with the pensioners now hauled up 
for his scrutiny. Up to May 31 last 
he drew a disability pension of $12 a 
month for “loss of teeth. indigestion 
and heart disease.’ the alleged result 
of military service. 

The decision of Assistant Secretary 
Reynolds, which placed, able-bodied 
veterans beyond the pale of the pen- 
sionable was rendered on May 27. 
Four davs later. Bell addressed a letter 
to the Commissioner. in which he re- 
signed the pension, declaring he had 
considered himself entitled to it under 
a former decision. but thought that un- 
der Reynolds's ruling he was no longer 
entitled to draw the amount. Bell, on 
being asked if the statement about his 
having drawn a disabilitv pension for 
himself was true. replied: “I sup- 
posed that thing would come out sooner 


or Yes, it’s true.” 


BERING SEA TRIBUNAL. 


An Intimation That Its Decision Will Be 
Further Delayed. 

WASHINGTON. Aug. 4—(By the 
Associated Press.) Private advices, 
later and apparently more authentic 
than those received bv the State De- 
partment, as to the movement of the 
Bering Sea arbitrators, have reached 
this city. Senator Morgan cables his 
son that it will be impossible for him 
to leave Paris before August 19. This 
postponement is two weeks beyond the 
time originally set for his departure.

SAMOA. 


Rebels Routed by King 
Malietoa. 


Heads r the Victims Borne 
in Triumph. 


Mataafa is Compelled to 
Surrender. 


The Town of Malie is Fired by 
His Orders. 


The Number of the Killed and Wounded. 
The Demand of the Treaty Powers. 
Women Killed by the 
_ Warriors. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

APIA (Samoa,) July 19.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press via San 
Francisco, Aug. 4.) The long-predicted 
war in Samoa has been commenced, 
and is finished, the intervention of the 
three treaty powers putting a decisive 
end to the troubie. 

The first outbreak of hostilitlés oc- 
curred on Julv 7, when the royal forces 
Started to march on Malie. Mataafa's 
camp. They captured an outpost and 
disarmed the four men in it, after 
which the latter were set at liberty. 
On the next day. war actually began 
and the first blood was shed. Mataafa's 
loss is estimafed at thirtv killed and 
twenty wounded. Fifteen heads were 
brought in triumph to the King. Ma- 
taafa's forces were scattered. 

MALIETOA'S STRATEGY. 

Malietoa had carefully planned his 
attack. and, but for the accidental dis- 
charge of a gun, which precipitated the 
conflict. Mataafa’s forces would have 
been exterminated. Malietoa and his 
they considered the Indifference of the 
three powers, and determined to take 
the matter into their own hands, and 
the advance upon Malie was accord- 
ingly begun. One section of the King’s 
army was sent through the bush with 
orders to spread out and connect with 
another section below Malie. A third 
section. accompanied by an armed 
fleet of fifteen boats. sailing close in 
to shore, went along the beach. 

According to the plan, Mataafa was 
to be hemmed in on all sides. The ac- 
cidental discharge of a gun brought the 
two forces into eonflict before the 
circle around Mataafa was complete. 
At a plantation belonging to a German 
firm. the followers of Malietoa and the 
adherents of Mataafa met. Both lines 
were extended from the ocean heach 
three or four miles into the interior. 
A large detachment of Mataafa’s men 
were stationed in a cattle-yard. As 
the King’s men advanced’ the men on 
Mataafa’'s side recognized friends, and 
called out a cordial ‘greeting. Hand- 
shakes were indulged in and kava ex- 
changed, and it seemed as if friendly 
relations were to be re-established. 
One ferocious old warrior named 
Patu urged the King’s men back into 
the ranks; somebody fired a shot, and 
the fight commenced. 

The firing became general and deadly. 
On the sea beach opposite the cattle- 
yard were posted a number of the 
King’s men. Mataafa's men advanced 


raking fire along their line. Another 
detachment of Malletoa’s troops took 
advantage of an opening in the wall 
to pour in repeated and deadly volleys. 
The Mataafaites were forced to 
abandon the stockyard. and as they 
got over the wall at the rear, they 
were greeted with another attack, and 
were forced to retreat to the shelter of 
another stone wall. a little distance 
into the bush. Here #they made a 
stand. and Malietoa’s men retired. 
When they attacked the place next 
morning, Mataafa and his warriors 
had fled to Malie. 
A SURRENDER. 

It is estimated that Mataafa's logs 
was about thirty killed and twenty 
wounded. Fifteen heads were brought 
in triumph to the King, it being a Sa- 
moan custom to decapifate the killed, 
or even wounded, enemies. Among the 
heads were those of two women. but it 
is believed that they were killed by mis- 
take, though they took an active part 
in the fight. The royal party marched 
on Malie, and there met the section 
which ought to have prevented Ma- 
taafa’s escape, but Mataafa and his 
followers had got away in boats to the 
adjoining Island of Manono. 

On July 13 King Malietoa sent an ul- 
timatum to Mataafa, demanding the 
surrender of himself and chiefs, the sole 
condition being that their lives would 
be spared. No reply was made to this. 
On July 16 the British man-of-war 
Katoomba arrived at Apia, bringing 
joint instructions from the powers that 
the rebellion must be subdued. The 
commanders of the British and German 
warships and the consuls of the three 
powers held a consultation and it was 
decided to demand Mataafa's surren- 
der. 

The British and German _ warships, 
there being no American vessel present, 
sailed for Manono. They arrived early 
on the morning of July 18, and sent 
word to Mataafa that if he did not sur- 
render before the 16th his camp would 
be shelled by the ships, and Malietoa’s 
warriors landed. The Mataafaites were 
weak in numbers and were short of am- 
munition. They would have been 
slaughtered had this programme been 
carried out, but a quarter of an hour 
before the time was up Maltaafa and his 
chiefs boarded the Katoomba and sur- 
rendered. 

The Katoomba and Buzzard had 
cleared for action, and the men stood at 
their guns. The Sperber had gone to 
the other side of the island to prevent 
escape in that direction. The German 
vessels returned to Apia, while the Ka- 
toomba remained to disarm the follow- 
ers of Mataafa.

The consuls issued the following proc- 
lamation: 

“To all Samoans: We, the consuls of 
the treaty powers, hereby give notice 
to all Samoans that Mataafa and his 
chiefs have surrendered. The war is 
quite finished. Any further disturb-| 
ances will be suppressed by men-of-war. 
All Samoans must return at once to 
their own districts. Any disobeisance 
te this notice will be symmarily deal? | 
with."’

BLEEDING HEADS 

That. afternoon, as conquerors, Ma- 
lietoa’s warriors returned to Apia with 
the spoils of victory. The spoils con- 
sisted of the bleeding heads of human 
beings. Each man, who had had the 
luck to cut off the head of an enemy, 
marched through the streets of Apia 
carrying it, with one finger stuck in the 
windpipe of the severed head, and an- 
other finger in the mouth. 

They walked up the street yelling like 
fiends, with eyes starting from the 
sockets with excitement, and throwing 
the severed heads about like basebalis, 
the blood dripping all over the bearers. 
Many heads were brought in in this 
manner, and, after being exhibited 
about the town were presented to Malie- 
toa as trophies of war. The King gra- 
ciously received them, and they were 
then thrown in a pile on the ground. 

There were two German warships in 
the harbor, but American and British 
subjects were unprotected. Mawtietoa’s 
excited fiends marched to and fro 
through the town, clearing everybody 
out of the way. White people took 
refuge on the verandas of houses while 
the warriors held the streets. 

WHITES IN DANGER. 

The whites were at the mercy of the 
excited natives. who were crazed with 
victory and blood, and if there had 
been any clash they woulkld probably 
have been massacred. Mataafa was not 
received cordially by the tribesmen on 
Savaii. and he accordingly proceeded 
to Manono. where he erected fortifica- 
tions and made preparations for the 
final stand. 

The story of his surrender has al- 
ready been told. Mataafa and twenty- 
eight chiefs went on board the British 
warship, while the natives’ arms were 
brought and piled on deck. United 
States Vice-Consul Blacklock was on 
board the Katoomba. and remained to 
see the final surrender. Until it is de- 
cided what shall be done with the 
prisoners, they will probably be kept 
on the warship. 

THE LOSSES. 

The latest count shows that Mataafa 
lost sixteen killed and seventeen 
wounded. while Malietoa’s loss was four 
killed and twelve-wounded. Laupepe, 
Mataafa’s nephew (called his son by 
Samoan usage.) was buried by his rela- 
tives on the government side. His 
head was carried through the town, 
wrapped in a fine mat. ; 

Laupene was killed bv a native 
named Foe. When the attack on the 
stockyard was made, Foe knocked Lau- 
pepe down with a long knife with a 
hook at the end. Launene begged for 
his life. but Foe, with a yell of tri- 
umph, proceeded to decapitate his vic- 
tim. 

Of the four women killed. two were 
decapitated and one girl crept into a 
bush for shelter. where she was dis- 
covered by a warrior. lying face down 
and 
sapling. She cried for mercy, saying 
that she was a woman. but the warrior 
deliberately slaughtered her and cut 
off her head. Another maid had her 
head sliced off while engaged in mak- 
ing Kava. 

At Malie. forty-five houses were 
burned by Mataafa. and fifteen were 
razed to the ground.

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)

INDIGNANT SETTLERS.

Santa Barbara Day at the G. A. 
R. Encampment. 


The Grounds Filled With Visitors from the 
Surrounding Towns—An Amusing 
Incident—-The Dress

The fourth day of the G.A.R. en- 
campment at Santa Barbara opened 
most inauspiciously.

The methods of the City Bank, which 
have been fully discussed in The Times. 
were remarkable enough, but. in the 
line of wild banking, that institution 
must yield the palm to the Pacific 
Bank of San Francisco, a  yiew 
into the inside workings of which is 
being given from day to day in the 
San Francisco Chronicle. 

It is doubtful whether such an extra- 
ordinary condition of affairs was ever 
before seen in connection with any 
banking institution on the Pacific Coast. 
Loans were made freely and appar- 
ently without any security to almost 
anybody who solicited them, if the 
‘person happened to have some little in- 
fluence, or was able to draw business 
to the bank. Doctors, lawyers, news- 
paper men, politicians, preachers, judges 
and the public generally appear to 
have had carte blanche to draw upon 
this accommodating bank. The news- 
paper profession appears to have been 
particulariy favored to the extent of 
figures for amounts from $38 to $75. 
The overdrafts allowed by the bank 
amount to nearly a million dollars. 

It is stated that in. December, 1891, 
Dr. Ro H. McDonald, president of the| 
bank, was sent for by the bank com-| 
missioners and informed that his Dank ; 
was insolvent. The -venerable doctor 
wept copiously and declared that this 
‘Was the greatest shock he had reccived 
in his life.

These combined expenses will 
compel many residents of the Pacific 
Coast, who had some idea of visiting 
Chicago, to content themselves with a 
trip to the Midwinter Fair at San 
Francisco, which they can reach at 
far less cost. 


Hypnotism in the Courts.» 

Hypnotism, which, until a few years 
ago. was regarded as a harmless fad 
by those few who were cognizant of its 
existence, is now known to be a very 
serious fact, which the courts have 
been called upon to take into consider- 
ation. A few days ago, during a trial 
in a United States court at Tacoma, a 
prominent witness was _ testifying, 
when the plaintiff called upon the 
court to keep the defendant, whois a 
hypnotist, from influencing the witness. 
The court ordered the defendant: to 
keep his hands down, whereupon it 
was noticed that the demeanor of the 
witness changed altogether. 

We are, as yet, only on the threshold 
of the knowledge of this strange power, 
but sufficient has already been learned 
to show that many strange actions are 
possibly explicable under this theory. 
liypnotism is undoubtedly a very dan- 
gerous power in the hands of design- 
ing persons, and in some countries the 
courts have very properly restricted its 
practice to regular physicians, who have 
often found it useful in effecting cures 
of nervousness and other complaints. 
There have been many startling cases, 
which seem to show that men and 
women have been led to commit crimes 
by an influence outside of themselves. 
The students of the science agree, how- 
ever, that a person cannot be so in. 
fluenced unless he is, to a certain ex- 
tent, willing to be placed under the 
power of the operator. 


While nearly all of the silver and 
gold mines of the Pacific Coast have 
reduced the wages of their men from 
old-time standards, the Comstock 
mines have still been paying the orig- 
inal wages of $4a day. The companies 
now ask the men to accept a reduction 
to $3. The proposition is being bitterly 
opposed by the miners, who claim that 
economy should commence in the mills.

JUDGE WIDNEY'S PLAN. 
His Proposed Substitute for the Sherman 
Act. 

Los ANGELES, Aug. J.—(To the Editor of 
The Times.) Various methods for increas: 
ing our Circulation Rave been put forth and 
discussed. 

A complete revision of our monetary and 
bankiag system would be Uest, but in the 
excitement of the coming session, and crit- 
ical condition of the country, we cannot ex- 
pect much more than an emergency act. 

The following is suggested as the best 
form ofa bill to speedily, and with economy 
to the nation, give us an increase in the 
volume of money: 

A billtorepealan act entitled ‘An act 
directing the purchaseof silver bullion and 
the issue of treasury notes thereon, and for 
other purposes, approved July 14, 1890," 
and to provide for the purchase of United 
States bonds. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 

Representatives of the UnitedsStates of 

America in Congress assem bled. ; 


Section 1. That the act of Con- 
gress entitied “An act directing the 
purchase of silver bullion and the 


issue of treasury notes thereon, and for 
other purposes approved July 14, 1890," 
be and the same is hereby repealed. Pro- 
vided that the treasury notes heretofore 
issued under said act shall have and retain 
the same legal effect which they had under 
said act. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to purchase to the 
amount of $400,000,000 par value inter; 
est-bearing bonds of the United States as 
shall be offered, paying therefor not to ex- 
ceed the par value thereof and interest 
thereon computed to maturity, paying 
therefor the legal tender notes hereinbe- 
tore provided for. . 

Sec. 3. That national banks may Sell to 
the treasury hereunder the government 
bonds held by them, the Secretary retain- 
ing so much of the purchase price as shall 
be necessary totake up the outstanding 
circulation notes of said banks. And said 
circulation notes shall be returned to the 
Treasurer for exchange for such legal 
tender notes, and thereupon they shall be 
cancelled and destroyed. 

Sec. 4. The Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized and required to have en- 
graved and printed legal tender notes in 
denomination of not less than $2, and not 
greater than $1000, in a sufficient amount 
to meet the purchase of said bonds. 

Such notes shall be a legal tender in sat- 
isfaction of all obligations within the juris- 
diction of the United States. 

Sec. 5. The Secretary of the Tresury 
shall cause a sinking fund to be gradually 
provided in gold coin from the revenues of 
the government to the amountof 25 per 
cent. of the amount of the currency notes 
issued hereunder for the purchase of said 
bonds. 

Said sinking fund to be gradually accum- 
ulated until August |, 1907, from and af- 
ter which time said notes issued hereunder 
shall be exchangeable at par for gold. coin 
in sums of not less than $500 at the United 
States Treasury at Washington, D.C., un- 
der such rules and regulations as the Secre- 


_tary shall deem to be in the public interest. 


Sec. 6. That this act shall take effect 
immediately on its approval by the Presi- 
dent. 

There are $559,670,610 of 4 per cent. 
bonds outstanding, due in 1907, payable, 
principal and interest, in gold. The inter- 
est to 1907 will be 56 cents on the dollar, 
or $3138,415,541, in gold, making a total 
to be paid in gold of $875,086,151. 
Where will we get the gold* The total vol- 
ume of goldin the United States is less than 
$600,000,000, 

To sell more bonds to get gold is not 
solving the problem. itis only postponing 
it, with increased disaster in the end. 

Under the above bill $400,000,000 of the 
above gold bonds, with $224,000,000 in- 
terest to maturity, will atonce come into 
the market in competition, underbidding 
for the currency. These bonds are now 
worth $112 (or #448,000,000) inthe mar- 
ket. If they are purchased under this act 
at say $130 for $520,000,000) it would 
save the people $104,000,000. The price 
paid in the currency under this bill would 
put $520,000,000 currency at once in cir- 
culation, less $151,694,110 of national 
bank notes outstanding. It would give a 
net increase of circulation of $368,305,- 
890. 

’nis volume of money would go into the 
hands of bondholders and they would be 
compelled fp loan and invest it. All money 
now hoarded would at once come out aad 
seek investment. Our money stringency 
would end before the President could sign 
the bill. 

Thus, instead of increasing our gold-bond 
debt to increase circulation, we would take 
up our bonded indebtedness in legal-tender 
currency, save $104,000,000 in interest, 
and increase our circulating medium 
305,890, and leave undisturbed §6°4,000.,- 
000 of gold coin, a volume greater than 
the total gold supply of the United States. 

The gradual providing of a 25 percent 
redemption fund, for use in 1907, would, 
with the legal-tender quality of this cur- 
rency, keep it at par, and keep it in the 
United States. And, when the redemp- 
tion day comes in 1907, no one would sur- 
render his currency for gold. 

I would call attention to the fact that all 
over the United States currency js called for, 
sought after, and used. It is at par, as 
good as gold. Wecan get no better, we 
want no better, it requires no forcing.

He Mounts the Financial Frame of Mr. Young 
With Gusto. 

LONG BEACH, Aug. 1, 1893.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) Mr. Young, in his 
remarks published in The Times of yes- 
terday, on flat money, asserts that there 
is no dollar on earth but the gold and 
silver dollar of the United States, and 
quite ignores the well-known fact that 
the term “‘flat money” a-few years ago, 
in the days of the “Greenback party,” 
was well understood by every man and 
woman of any intelligence to mean the 
government issue of paper money, which 
from the year 1863 to the year 1878 (fifteen 
years,) averaged about $490,000,000, back of 
which there was no coin whatever: yet 
was known as dollars. The present re- 
serve of $100,000.00 of gold held by our 
government Was set apart in the IS80s as 
a redemption fund of that very issue of 
paper money, and never was, and is not 
even now, equal dollar for dollar to the 
outstanding issue of that money. So Mr. 
Young certainly is in error in saying that 
all United States money has the coin be-

1 might have criticised his expression, 
“the decline in silver has been caused by 
the decrease in its consumption,” but I

Mr. Young admits that if our govern- 
ment should discontinue the use of silver 
at the present time, it would become vir- 
tually of no more yalue than lead or pig 
ron. 

The free coinage advocates seem to 
think our government ts for some reason 
bound to sustain the price of silver. Why 
any more than of iron, or wheat, or any 
other product of our country? Why can- 
not we discontinue its use a& ar as 
well as all Europe? They certainly have 
not thus far been. injured by demonetiz- 
ing silver, but they have a much more 
stable circulating medium, with infinitely 
greater elasticity in periods of stringency, 
and that too, with a very much_smalier 
coin reserve than wé keep in our financial 
institutions. Would it not be_ wiser to 
study their methods,. and possibly 
some of them, if, as is so often stated by 
our free silver men, England, with only 
$125,000,000 of gold reserve. can give her 
own people all the circulating medium 
necessary to do over three times the trade 
that our counry does, besides “buy all the 
good investment stocks in Wall street, 
and also control the general finances of 
the world? 

Surely the appeal to sustain a million 
or two of silver miners ought not to 
as much weight as a similar appea 
sustain ten times. their numebr of. farm- 
ers, who cannot realize cost on their pro- 
duction of wheat, Which today is quoted 
in Chicago at 57% cents per bushel. ; 

Mr. Young correctly depicted the strug- 
gle we had after the civil war to get back 
to a sound financial basis. If his 
arguments in regard to the blessings to 
accrue to our eye by the free coinage 
of a 60-cent dollar are correct, we made a 
great blunder in resumi at all. Then 
bie | try the experiment again of issuing 
a depreciated circula medium only to 
be compelled to go through the same 
struggle a little later, to get back onto

When the members of the summer 
school of the Presbyterian Alliance de- 
cided to hold the closing day's sessions 
at Hotel Rubio, in Rubio Canyon, at 
the foot of the great mountain incline, 
they did a very wise’ thing: for it 
brought out a large increase in the at- 
tendance, as well as affording tht mem- 
bers and their friends an opportunity 
to inspect Prof. Lowe's great railroad 
enterprise, which has been carried to 
such succesful completion, and to en- 
joy the many and varied attractions of 
this picturesque canyon north of Pasa- 
dena, and the magnificent view stretch- 
ing away from the San Gabriel Valley 
to the sea, that is obtained from the 
summit of Echo Mountain. 

The exercises of the three preceding 
days of the school’s sesions, held in the 
First Presbyterian Church of Pasadena, 
have already been reported in full in 


+} The Times. ‘ 


Friday morning a special. excursion 
train was run to Altadena over the 
Terminal road for the accommodation 
of the alliance, leaving Los Angeles at 
9 o'clock. Special rates had been al- 
lowed, but no one anticipated that the 
crowd would be nearly as large as it 
proved to be. Five cars were called 
into requisition, and, after the Pasa- 
dena contingent had gotten on board, 
the train was very comfortably ‘filled, 
the passengers numbering nearly three 
hundred. From Altadena the excur- 
sionists were transported with all pos- 
sible dispatch to Rubio Canyon over 
the electric road, and here the day was 
most pleasantly spent. It was the first 
visit of a majority of the ministers and 
laymen and their families to this ro- 
mantic spot, and all were amazed at 
the extent of the improvements here 
effected by Prof. Lowe, and the nat- 
ural difficulties he has overcome in 
building his road. Of course every- 
body visited the falls at_the head of 
the canyon, while a ride up the steep 
incline was in high favor. Many 
brought their lunches with them, and 
enjoyed them on the pavilion platform, 
while in the dining-room below Chef 
David and his able corps of assistants 
were kept busy supplying the demands 
of the hungry. ; 

The hours passed only too quickly, 
and in the evening the visitors were 
treated to a grand illumination of the 
canyon that had been arranged for 
their especial benefit.. So much for the 
pleasure part of the programme. 

At 2:30 o’clock, the alliance, a large 
and interested audience) presided over 
by Rev. Dr. Weller, met in the pavil- 
ion. After singing ‘“‘Nearer My God to 
Thee,” prayer was offered by Rev. Mr. 
Laverty of the East Los Angeles Pres- 
byterian Church. Then remarks were 
made by President Weller, J. Shirley 
Ward, Col. Picher of Pasadena, who 
claimed to be “the youngest man in 
Pasadena; Rev. Mr. Crawford, who 
boasted that he was the ‘“‘smallest man 
in Pasadena,”” and Rev. Mr. Manwell 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church of 
Pasadena, who claimed to be ome 
byterian pro tempore. All of th gen- 
tlemen spoke to the peint and expressed 
their gratification at the day’s delight- 
ful outing and enjoyment, in which 
many compliments ‘were paid to whose 
courage and skill had made this moun- 
tain resort a sutcess 

Resolutions were brought in by the 
committee (Revs. Crabbe, Colmery and 
Young) whose purport were thanks to 
Rev. Mr. Fife of Pasadena, to the 
Terminal Railroad Company, and to 
Prof. Lowe for kindness in church 
railroad and electric road accommoda- 
tion. 

Speeches were made by Rev. J. C. 
Fletcher, who spoke of his first knowl- 
edge of Prof. Lowe at Rio de Janeiro— 
how, through his (Prof. Lowe's) agents, 
a balloon corps was organized for the 
Emperor of Brazil, and that business 
played an important part in putting 
an end to the Paraguayan war. Rev. 
Dr. Stewart of Pasadena made happy 
remarks in regard to the enjoyment of 
the day, and the debt of gratitude due 
the enterprising builder of the road to 
Rubio Canyon, and claimed that the 
work was a beneficent one. Col. Picher 
closed. with a speech that was pithy 
and eloquent, and praised the courage 
of Prof. Lowe, who dared to carry out 
what others had talked of for years; 
that his work was not only beneficent,

EVENING SESSION. 
At the evening session an interesting 
paper by Rev. Burt Estes Howard was 
‘read. in the absence of the writer, by 
Rev. Dr. Weller. The subject was 
“The Sort of Preaching the Needs of 
the Time Demand.”’ The speaker re- 
ferred at the opening of his remarks 
to the wide scope of the subject, an 
exhaustive treatment of which would 
require a series of lectures or a Volume 
rather than a single paper. He desired 
it to be understood that the subject- 
was not ‘“‘Popular Preaching, ar How 
to Draw a Crowd.”" The preaching the 
times need is not alwavs the preaching 
that the times want to hear. There is 
a lot of preaching that the times are 
listening to that they don’t need. There 
is &@ lot of matter served up to congre- 
gations for Soul food that is only dried 
tongue. The kind of preaching needed 
depends largely on the minister’s con- 
ception of the object of preaching. 
Broadly speaking, the object of preach- 
ing is to get the truth of God into the 
conscience and the life of the world. 
The world is not to be Calvinized or 
galvinized, but vitalized. The every- 
day Jife of the world must: be drawn 
into the way of the cross. The object 
of preaching is life rather than logic. 
The speaker condemned the publishing 
of church notices in newspapers as 
catch-penny advertisements to draw 
large congregations. There is a longing 
in the heart of eveftv man to be 
and the preacher who feeds his flock 
with the things that build up life will 


him. The needs of the times demand 
simply the preaching of the gospel, 
which was defined as the good news 
of redemption through Jesus Christ. 
The gospel should be applied to every 
human condition and relation; a g0s- 
pel of salvation, ‘‘whose aim is to save 
men and human institutions from. sin 
and rede@m them unto God here “and 
now: a gospel that fits men not alone 
to live on earth: a gospel that lays 
hold upon all that touches humanity 
and brings it into line with the im- 
pulses of the Divine Spirit; a gospel 
that walks the earth seeking to get 
God's will done on earth as it is done 
in heaven: a gospel that begets an 
army of Christians who believe that 
they are the salt of the earth, lights 
in the world stationed in all the de- 
partments of this life to ghine here, 
not in some far-off heav@ly region.” 
The conclusidn of the paper was de- 
voted to a brief discussion of the 
method. or manner Of vreachi Sen-

There should be a _ winsome, 
manly, open-hearted, vet positive 
application of the gospel. Theo- 


logical preaching is not needed, neither 
is there room in the pulpit for specula- 
tion. Perfunctory preaching is not 
needed. Simplicity only is demanded. 
Briefly summed up, the preaching of to- 
day should be “earnest without being 
sensational, personal without being re- 
pellant, fearless without being offen- 
sive, thoughtful without being obscure, 
simple without being weak, spiritual 
without being unearthly, doctrinal with- 
out being theological.’’ The most ef- 
fective preaching, after all, is the quiet 
witness of consecrated lives—the preach- 
ing of the pews. What the times need 
is a2 multitude of earnest men and wo- 
men, who are filled with the Master's 
spirit, and whose lives are living gos- 
pels, known and read by all men. “All 
that is needed under God's spirit to 
saye the world is a pulpit preaching 
truth that can be lived, and a people 
living the truth that is preached.”

A Better Feeling in the 
Local Market. 


Two Extensive Sales Made by 
Robert Northam. 


The Council Decides Against East 
First Street. 


Two Thousand Acres Sold on the Simi 
Ranch—Plenty of Money—Hill 
Property --Water Rates-— 

Building Notes. 


There is a decidedly better feeling in 
the ‘eal estate market than there was 
a week ago. People appearto be re- 
covering from the scare which they re- 
ceived when several of the banks were 
forced by the folly of the same people 
to close their doors temporarily. 

There has been a good inquiry for 
property during the week and a num- 
ber of smali sales have been made. 
Buyers, however, are still very cautious 
and many of them are not vet ready to 
part with their cash. ‘They prefer to 
see the outcome of the tussle between 
The tremen- 
dous drops in such staples as wheat and 
pork have frightened a good many 
would-be investors, who ask what defin- 
ite vaiue can be placed upon anything 
when a staple article like wheat is sell- 
ing at less than the cost of production. 

’ A wealthy man from San Francisco 
was figuring upon an investment of 
about $100,000 in Los Angeles prop- 
erty a few days ago. He has, however, 
decided not to do so for the present. 
He told a friend that be had a great 
many years to live anyhow, and in. the 
resent disturbed condition of the 
stern money marxet, he preferred to 
take no chances, but tohold on to his 
capital, although it was at present un- 
productive. This case is a sample of 
many others, which might be quoted. 
' Then again, a good many people have 
been finding an outlet for their money 
in the shape of short loans, in small 
sums, at a high rate of interest. ASan 
Bernardino man, who was offered an 
investment, which he would have been 
org to make a couple of wéeks ago, 
ad, in the mean time loaned out his 
money at 14 per cent. ° 
PLENTY OF MONEY. ; 

This, however, is in the country. 
Here inthe town agents report plenty 
of money to loan on good security. 
Borrowers can have any. reasonable 
amouunt of money within twenty-four 
hours at 8 per cent. net, provided, al- 
ways, they can put up the necessary se- 
curity: This is a good sign and shows 
that all we need for a revival in the 
real estate market is a little more con- 
fidence on the part of these people who 
have the money stowed away. 

_ Another good sign ts that collections 
for rents, etc., are easily made. One 
firm, which hasthe agency for a large 
amount of property, collecting every 
month thousands of dollars in rents, 
obtained this month every dollar that 
was due, for the first time since it had 
been in business. 

NO EMPTY HOUSES. 

Aether encouraging sign of the 
times isthe fact that though we are 
now in the middle of what is known as 
the dullest time of the*year, when a 
large number of ‘citizens have gone 
away to the mountains, seashore or the 
World’s Fair, there are scarcely any 
desirable houses .for rent in the city. 
One prominent agent reports that not 
only has he rented every house on his 
list, except a few of the shanty style 
of architecture, but he has at present 
more names of applicants for houses on 
his books than he has had in eight 
years. 

Taking these things into considera- 
tion, in connection with the dull season. 
when little business is expected, and 
the general stringency, it must be ad- 
mitted that the outlook for the reai es- 
tate was never better in the history of 
Los Angéles. Hoiders evidently take 
this view of the case, for they are very 
dificult persons to deal with nowadays. 
They need but the simplest kind of an 
excuse to raise the price of their prop- 
erty 10 to 20 per cent. over night, 
which is not always a very wise pro- 

eding, when buyers are so cautious as 
they are today. 

ROB NORTHAM SELLS. 

Bob Northam has sold to a Colorado 
man his home place, at the southwest 
corner of Pear! and Sixth, opposite 
Bellevue Terrace, for $35,000. The 
deal will ve closed as soon as_ the usual 
search of title has been completed. 
The property is a fine one, containing 
an acre and a quarter, with a fourteen- 
room house. It fronts 121 feet on 
Pearl street by 329 feet on Sixth. 
This is a fine corner, and the buyer has 
got a bargain. The balance of the 
block belongs to Messrs. Toberman, 
Harell and Perry. 

Mr. Northam has also sold to L. B. 
Benchley of.San Francisco his 247-acre 
place, halfamile north of Fullerton, 
for $50,000. Ofthis, 145 acres are 
planted to four-year-old walnut and or- 
ange trees, which are loaded with fruit. 
It is said that the ranch will this year 
pay 10 per cent. on the purchase price. 
The buyer is an old settler from the 
northern citrus belt, who has fallen in 
love with Southern California, and in- 
tends to make this place his permanent 
home. The sale was made by a real es- 
tate firm on Broadway, near First, 
which has been doing a good line of 
business all through the dull spell, hav- 
ing sold ninety lots east of Main street 
since January 24. for all of which, ex- 
cept thirteen, cash was paid. 

ON HOPE STREET. 

A fifty-foot lot on Hope street, north 

of Tenth, was sold during the week for 


$2700. There is a small cottage on it. 


This is a low price, as prices go, in that 
section of town. Anything. between 
Third, Pico, Broadway and Pearl is now 
considered strictly inside property, and 
there is no difficulty in selling frontage 
within those boundaries, if the seller 
willaccept a price somewhat below the 
market rate. 

A SIMI RANCH SALE. : 

The effect of the construction of the 
Southern Pacific branch from Burbank 
to the Simi Pass and thence to Ventura 
county is clearly being felt. Two thou- 
sand acres on the Simi ranch were sold 
this week by J. B. Bouchard, through a 
Broadway real estate agency, to C. G. 
Lehman for about 
five hundred acres of the land is ‘arable, 
the balance pasture.

—little better than an alley. It issixty 
feet wide with two cable tracks, -and, 
as business increases. will become a 
dangerous thoroughfare. Between 
Main street and Hill the street is 
seventy feet wide; east of Los Angeles 
street it widens toeighty feet. There 
was the finest chance in the world to 
widen this portion ofthe street at the 
present time, whenthere are nothing 
but shanties onthe block, and before 
work is commenced on the Cerman- 
American Bank Block. The people of 
Los Angeles will regret this last op- 
portunity only once, and that qgill be 
allthe time. As remarked on previous 
occasions, we need a little intelligent 


despotism in our city improvements. 
This ailowing of ‘vested inter- 
ests’’ to stand in the way of 
such a necessary and desirable 


public improvement, which would be of 
the greatest benefit tothe whole street, 
reminds one of the way things went in 
London after the great tire of 1666, 
which laid the city in ashee. Sir 
Christopher Wren, the most eminent 
architect of hisday, drew up a plan, 
which is still extant, for the rebuilding 
of the city on a large and generous 
plan, with wide streets and open plazas 
in place of the crooked, winding lanes, 
whichconstituted the thoroughfares of 
the British metropolis. But ‘‘vested 
interests’ stood in the way as now. 
The old crooked lanes were rebuilt on 
the old lines, and therethey are today, 
many of the leading thoroughfares of 
London being so narrow that two 
Wagons cannot pass each other. in 
some cases, the streets have since been 
widened, at a cost of many millions of 
pounds sterling. Perhaps, in twenty 
years, time they will be widening East 
First street, at a cost of millions of 
dollars. Such a policy as this reminds 
one of the Chinese, who, it is said, used 
to burn their pig sties down for several 
centuries, before they found out that 
they could get pork in a less expensive 
manner. 

It is claimed that not sufficient prop- 
erty-owners on the street have signed 
the petition fer the widening. It is 
also claimed that more signatures could 
have been obtained if time had been 
given to find the absentees. There is 
said to have been a good dea! of politi- 
cal ‘‘pull’’ exefcised in this First street 
matter. One property-owner on First, 
near Main, who formerly offered to 
give $2500 toward the improvement, 
suddenly changed his mind and signed 
the petition against it. One final ef- 
fort will be made to have the street 
widened. 

In this connection it cannot be denied 
that there is a quiet, but steady and 
persistent effort on the part of certain 
property-holders to pull everything in 
the way of improvements in a south- 
westerly direction. If they were con- 
tent with simply pulling in that direc- 
tion it would be all right, but such is 
not always the case. They not only 
want to pull the city one way, but to 
push it back in the other. This is not 
good policy, as it leads to a disturbance 
of values, which makes it more difficult 
to effect sales, either northeast or 
southwest. What should be aimed at is 
the healthy growth of che city in all 
directions. 

MAIN STREET PAVING. 

The matter of paving Main street, 
between Ninth and Twenty-seventh, 
has not yet been settled. There was 
quite a debate in the City Council last 
Monday, as to whether property-owners 
could withdraw their names from the 
The matter 
was held over for a week. 

THOSE STREET IMPROVEMENT BONDS. 

It was thought to be a very nice 
thing when a,law was passed permitting 
a property-owner to pay for the im- 
provement of his street during ten 
years, but some property-owners have 
discovered- to their sorrow, that the 
law is not quiteso nice as it looks. The 
street bond law is peculiar in this, that 
the failure of the owner to pay any 
installment of interest or principal 
when due works a forfeiture of the 
whole remaining amount which is 
delinquent on the day following. The 
whole property may then be sold with- 
out power of redemption, and the only 
chance the bewildered property-owner 
has left is to make terms, if he can, 
with the omniverous contractor or his 
Shylock assignee. 

This matter has come to a focus since 
the delinquencies that occurred on the 
ist of July last, when the contractors 
closed down on those who were forget- 
ful or unfortunate and declared the 
whole amount of the payments, sup- 
posed to be spread over ten years. im- 
mediately payable, and proceeded to 
sell the lots upon which the liens: were 
attached. The sooner this law is 
amended the better. 

HILL PROPERTY. 

Attention has frequently been drawn 

in these columns {6 the advantages of 

the hill section for residence sites. It 
looks now a& is there would be quite a 
run on hill property when business 
starts up again. Agents report that 
the demand for property on the hills 
has greatly developed since the connec- 
tion was made with the city water sys- 
tem. Thereis now a better demand 
for hill property than there was at the 
height of the boom. 

WATER RATES. 

While the special committee ap- 
pointed by the Council is investigating 
the subject of water supplies, reser- 
voirs, etc., it might looka little into 
the question of water rates. One gen- 
tleman, who hasa_ ten-room residence 
in East Los Angeles, with alawn thirty- 
five feet square and forty orange trees, 
which he waters once a month, got a 
bill this week for the month of. July, 
charging him with 8700 cubic feet of 
water, at 60 cents, which the intelli- 
gent bookkeeper reckoned to make 
$19.20, after some new system of hy- 
draulic mathematics. His conscience 
apparently pricked him, for he allows 
a ‘‘rebate’’ of $4.80. This is a pretty 
steep charge for a manto pay for wa- 
ter, especially when he can only get it 
a few hours a day, and would run the 
risk of going dry if hedid not keep an 
eighty-gallon reserved tank filled. 

DISCONTINUED CARS, 

The cable company has discontinued 
its cars on the Aliso street horse line. 
The company says in explanation that 
the expenses of running the line are lar- 
gerthan theincome. Thisleaves quitea 
large section of the northeastern part 
of the city without regular communica- 
tion. It will probably not be long before 
there will be some kind of an electric 
road running out in that direction, 
toward Alhambra and Pasadena.

ern California, a corporation. After the 
maturity of two of said notes, said Samuel 
B. Hunt. acting as secretary of said savings 
bank, executed a release of said mortgage, 
in usual form, on the margin of the record 
of the mortgage, and the same day exe- 
cuted a deed conveying said premises. 
This is not a good release of said mortgage. 
A mortgagor is not a competent person to 
act as the agent of the mortgagee to re- 
lease a mortgage lien. A new release of 
said mortgage, properly executed, should 
be obtained to discharge the same of 
record.”’

The Riverside Trustees Elect a 
City Attorney. 


What Mr. Mcintire Says About Mis Re- 
moval—The Result of an Old Fight— 
How It Was Con- 
sum mated. 


The ntatter of choosing a successor to 
W. J. McIntyre as City Attorney came 
up at a special meeting of the city trus- 
tees on Thursday evening, and was set- 
tled without difioulty. The name of 
Attorney W. A. Purington was presented 
by Trustee Frost, and he was chosen by 
a unanimous vote. of the trustees. 

W. J. ousted, at the meet- 
ing of the trustees, on, Tuesday .by a vote 
of three to two,; Mrustees Frost, King- 
man and Wardumoting to declare the 
office of CityAittommey vacant, and Presi- 
dent Kieth and’ Trustee White opposing. 


The primary cause of this action is said 
to lie in the City Attorney having re- 
fused to prosecuté’ casés under Acting 


City Recorder Harvey Potter. The mat- 
ter was brought to a head in the prose- 
cution .ot two inese’ for keeping a 
gambling house and five’ others for visit- 
ing it. The City Attorney insisted upon 
his right to designate which cases should 
be tried first, while the acting Recorder 
did not agree with him. After some con- 
troversy City Attorney McIntyre with- 
drew and refus to progecute the cases 
and another, att@rney was secured and 
the Chinamek .gongicted, 

City Attorney McIntyre was seen by 
the Times correspondent, and said that in 
these cases he wished to try the keepers 
of the gambling house first, as it would 
be the logical course, for if they. did ‘not 
keep the gambling house, the others ar- 
rested with them for Visiting such a place 
would be dismissed without trial, and if 
they were convictéd of keeping a gamb- 
lin house, the visitors would plead 
guilty. But Mr. McIntyre states that the 
fight dates much further back. He was 
appointed City Attorney by the trustees 
aasen five years o without solicitation 
or knowledge on his rt of their action 
until it appeared In the papers. The city 
was under a prohibition ordinance, and 
he proceeded soon, thereafter to prosecute 
violators of this ordinance, securing con- 
viction after conviction. He says that 
ever since that time.the saloon element 
has been industriously at work endeavor- 
ing to secure his removal But his efforts 
to secure the enforcement of the laws 
met with the approval of the people. Two 
juries of twelve men each called him into 
the courtroom and through eir foreman 
commended his £ work. The 
citizens raised a purse of $500 and pre- 
sented it to him,. The city gave him a 
purse of $300 for efficient service, and the 
temperance societies all about passed 
resolutions commending im upon his 
success in behalf of their cause. 

When the cit trustees were elected 
last year Mr. Xrcintyre supported and 
worked hard for Twogood and McLeod. 
They were defeated by Frost and King- 
man, and Mr, MeJjntyre believes that this 
is another cause in securing his removal, 
and he considers himself supported in 
his career by the citizens, though the 
trustees may not appreciate it.

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THE CITY BANK: 


Another Chapter on the 


Bankrupt Concern. 
An Analysis of Its Last Sworn 
Statement. 


Items That Will Not Bear Too Close 
Scrutiny. 


— 


How the Stock of E. E. Crandall Was Pur- 
chased by Childress—Cashier Park 
Had Only Three Shares 
Left. 


The article in yesterday's Times giv- 
ing an insight of how the City Bank 
was conducted created much comment 
in business circles. The Executive 
Committee of the depositors also state 
that many new names were thereby 
added to their list. 

The depositors were amazed when 
they read of how their hard-earned 
savings had been used in Arabian 
Nights’ transformation scenes. The 
money came in over the counters and 
was instantly shoveled out of the rear 
entrance into the capacious maws of 
the Los Angeles Construction Company, 
the Les Angeles Investment Com- 
pany and kindred concerns. It seems 
that whenever the bank had a few 
thousand dollars on hand somebody or 
some company like those mentioned 
above was always ready to grab at it. 

The last sworn statement of the bank 
was published last January. It readsin 
full as follows:

It will be seen from the above that 
the statement purported to show the 


“condition of the bank on the morning 


of January 1,-yet was not sworn to be- 
fore January 10, and was published for 
‘the first time on January 14. All the 
other banks inthe city had complied 
with the law in the tirst week of the 
month. Since the crash has thrown so 
much light on other things, it may also 
show why it took President Childress 
and Cashier Park nine days to sign their 
names to a simple statement. Some of 
the angry depositors go so far as to say 
that the asset side of the ledger was 
lacking, and it took all this time to sign 
a few more worthless notes and add 
them tothe ‘loan and discount’’ ac- 
count, so as to make both sides balance. 
There are several other items in 
the above statement that will not bear 
scrutiny. For instance, “surplus and 
undivided profits, $10,736.77.” 
Where is that surplus? Then the 
item of $100,000 capital stock, paid up 
in United States gold coin, sworn to by 
the president and cashier, will also not 
water. ‘lake the case of stock- 
holder KE. K. Crandall, for example. 
Mr. Crandal! originally purchased ten 
shares of City Bank stock and paid for 
it, whether in gold coin or paper makes 
nv difference so far as those interested 
are at present concerned. At any rate 
that monéy was paid in and the bank 
could do business onit. About a year 
ago Mr. Crandall became dissatisfied 
with the Childress management, and 
after some dickering sold histen shares 
to A. D. Childress. Mr. Childress did 
not himself buve the money, but with 
great ease wrote outa note for the 
amount and took the money out of the 
bank, thus, in fact, decreasing by so 


“ much the'capital stock, in order to pay 


Mr. Crandall. This virtually withdrew 
that much money from the.bank’s work- 
ing capital, and placed there instead a 
dead note, still unpaid, representing 
the amount so abstracted. In other 
words ‘‘Peter was robbed to pay Paul,” 
and the poor depositor footed the bill. 

This is only one instance of the con- 
stant impairment of capital. ‘This 
drain on the bank’s resources must have 
been known to the officers. Conse- 
quently, it appears strange to find the 
name of John S. Park signed to the 
January statement. 

Park, it. is said, came here from 
Texas, with letters of introduction to 
the Childresses, who sold him forty 
shares of City Bank stock. Mr. Park 
now owns only three shares (and he 
was cashier of the bank, too.) and is 
probably congratulating himself upon 
having escaped so easily. It is said 
that, after Park entered upon his duties 
as cashier, he saw how things were go- 
ing, and, protested against the bank 
holding so many uncollected notes 
which were overdue. President Chil- 
dress is said to have ‘‘fixed that all 
right’’ by indorsing the notes himself (?. ) 
At any rate, Cashier Park began to 
steadily unload his stock, until now he 
has only three shares left. 

The receiver yesterday stated that 


' the total indebtedness of W. T. aad A. 


D. Childress to the bank is $1383.,- 
669.31, which includes the Los Ange- 
les Investment Company, the Los Ange- 
les Construction Company, and the Los 
Angeles Carriag@ and Cab Company. 
As an offset to this the Childresses have 
turned over to the bank its own real es- 
oe; which, the receiver estimates, 
bring $80,000. Butthe receiver 
a 8 that part of this real estate is in 
litigation and must first be taken dut of 
the courts. After that, if two or three 
years is given to dispose of the same, 
$80,000 may be realized. A- pleasant 
prospect, surely, for the depositors! 

In the receiver's expense account is 
found a small item, viz., ‘insurance on 
iGarvanza property. $38."’ It seems 
that not only are the depositors 
laened witb valueless property, but must 
pay an extra sum to keep such property 
1 being wiped out of existence. No 
‘one has discovered in the receiver's 


statement any income from the Gar- 
vanza property. 

It really seemsasif the Childresses 
have washed their hands of vears 
of cobweb accumulations. They have 
saddled these on their depositors. 
In the light of the average success 
which has attended the business of 
other banks inthis citv, the question 
arises, “What has the City Bank done 
with all the money intrusted to its 
care, now only represented by worth- 
less paper’ Where is that money’ And 
echo answers, ‘‘where."’ 

Mr. Childress is reported to have said 
he was unfortunate, and if misfortune 
made one a criminal then he was truly. 
acriminal. This is pleading the baby | 
act. The receiver's statement shows 
not misfortune, but reckless and inex- 
cusabie financiering. 

Mr. Childress also stated that great 
efforts were made to tide over the hard 
times in the hope that the bank might 
be kept going until better times came 
around. If Mr. Childress is really in 
earnest, what, in the light of the receiv- 
er’s report, would their July statement 
of the bank have looked like’ Unless 
rank perjury were committed would the 
officers of the bank have dared to ex- 
pose the rotten condition? As men- 
tioned in yesterday's article upon this 
subject, the wonder is not that the City 
Bank went under, but that it held on as 
long as it did.

POMONA. 


The Outlook for Street Paving Not Encourag- 
ing—General Notes. 

The street-paving project is probably 
laid on the shelf for the next few months. 
The press and some members of the Council 
have been very earnest in behalf of paving 
Second and a few cross streets, but the ‘‘ex- 
isting financial stringency" and the fact 
that the business men and property-owners 
are not quite ready for the additional ex- 
penditure, probably accounts for the change 
in sentiment. iu an interview with the 
Times reporter yesterday Mavor Gallup 
said: “No, sir, ldonot think any street 
paving will be done very soon, nor dol 
think there will be any cement sidewalks 
laid. I am just this way in regard to that 
matter: Whenever the property-owners 
want cement sidewalks in any part of the 
city lam ready to have it done. In regard 
to this I will say that I think a majority of 
the property-owners on Second street are 
opposed to paving now, Some time ago 
they favored it, but not now. They all 
want to ‘wait awhile,’ as matters are now 
tight and hard to make, 
It would cost about $15,000 to 
pave Second street. Of this amount 
the city would have to pay about 
$3000, and i do not feel thatthe city 
ought to spend that nfuch additional now. 
Our tax levy would have to be increased 
from 65 to 83 cents, which I consider too 
high. Tne people are the ones to judge of 
this matter, and when a majority of them 
are in favor of street paving and the laying 
of cement sidewalks I am ready to have it 
done, but not until then.” 

AFTER THE COMMISSION MEN. 

At the recent fheeting of the orange- 
growers the commission men were discussed 
atlength, and some pretty severe state- 
ments were indulged in. If the reports of 
the growers are to be believed they are the 
worst set of robbers in the country, and are 
responsible for the falling off in trade, and 
for all the losses of the growers. The 
growers had counted up the cost of pack- 
ing a box of oranges. They had been 
charged from 35 to 50 cents a box, 
whereas, after deducting commissions it 
only cost the enterprising commission man 
about 2% cents. Tbis paid him at least $75 

r car, to say nothing of the 10 per cent. 
on what the fruit sold for. By the time 
freight and other expenses were deducted 
the grower got ‘“‘soup.’’ Mr. Baldridge 
said he had shipped three carloads of as 
fine navel oranges as heever saw toa San 
Francisco firm, and he got the enormous 
returns of 30 cents a box. He did not see 
why the growers should hesitate to sign the 
agreement with the organization. when 
they freely signed an agreement with the 
commission men, which practically said 
sell mv fruitfor whatever you can, when. 
ever you please, and pay me whatever you 
want to when you getready. (Applause.) 

Not a dissenting voice was heard, all the 
growers seeming to think that the great 
point to be reached is to have an organiza- 
tion whereby the fruit wi not all be 
dumped into one city atone time, but all 
sections would be advised just when ship- 
ments were made, and where they were 
sent.

RAISIN REDUCTION. 


The Southern Pacific Cuts 
Dried Fruit. 


The Los Angeles, Owens Valley 
and Utah Road. 


The Chicago and Alton Freight Office 
is Abolished. 


Roads That Will Not Meet Low Passenger 
Rates—A New Pacific Railroad Com- 
missioner—Local and Gen- 
eral Notes. 


A great many people feel interested 
in all news concerning the Los Angeles, 
Owens Valley and Utah Railroad pro- 
ject, which was ushered into public 
gaze with a blare ot trumpets a few 
months ago. It will be remembered 
that Frederick Stock. vresident and 
promoter of this latest scheme tp build 
a railroad from Moiave to Independ- 
ence. Inyo county, went to London, 
about two months ago, to dispose of a 
trunkful of nice new bonds issued by 
the company and properly signed by 
its officials. A week or two ago Mr. 
Stock returned to Los Angeles, but not 
with the million dollars he went over 
tu secure. He returned suo unostenta- 
tiously that those who wished well for 
his enterprise did not have a chance to 
congratulate him on his success. Not 
until yesterday was the actual result 
ot Mr. Stock’s trip to London learned. 
It is said that he went into the open 
financial market with his pretty bonds, 
and the financiers actuallv ‘‘gave him 
the laugh.’* They laughed Mr. Stock 
and his bonds clear off the floor. Mr. 
Stock unjustly blames this paper for 
this unseemly levity on a subject so 
important to him, because the London 
Financial News had revrinted some 
remarks which had appeared in and 
were accredited to the Los Angeles 
Timer. Mr. Stock and his confreres 
shculd take courage, for even if laugh- 
ter and derision in the London ex- 
change did for a time. dampen 
the prospects of the road to Inyo county 
it is quite likely that no money could 
have been raised at the time for any 
American enterprise, however meritori- 
ous. Mr. Stock is now passing his time 
at Santa Monica, though a gilt sign and 
a clerk represent the railroad head- 
quarters in the Potomac Block. As a 
road to Inyo county is of such vital im- 
portance to Los Angeles, there may be 
enough local capitalists who will put 
up cash for building it. 

FREIGHT AGENCY CLOSED. 

The freight agency of¢the Chicago 
and. Alton road, in charge of Agent W. 
H. Person, in Los Angeles, has been 
abolished from motives of economy. Mr. 
Person, a hardworking, conscientious 
man, has done his best in this terri- 
tory for the Alton, but the unfortunate 
freight rate entanglement with Western 
connections had its effect. The closing 
of this office is creating consternation 
among other agents, but it is hoped 
that the retrenchment may not be car- 
ried any further. 

LOW RATES FOR RAISINS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 4.—(By the 
Associated Press) The Southern Pa- 
cific Company has established a rate ot 
$i per hundred to New York for 
raisins and dried fruits packed in boxes 
and shipped from San Francisco. The 
former rate, was $1.40, which is still re- 
tained for raisins and dried fruits 
packed in sacks. 

SOME ROADS BACK OUT.

GUILTY AS CHARGED 


Quick Work Made of the 
Rape Fiend. 


A Verdict Returned in Just 
Twelve Jlinutes. 


Eloquent Speeches by Counsel for 
the People. 


Farber’s Record is Bad as Par as It Can Be 
Learned — Mas Already Served 
Three Terms in State's 
Prison. 


On Monday «morning at 10 o'clock 
Henry Farber will be officially notified, 
of the exact time that will be allotted 
to him in which to renew acquaint- 
ance within the walls of the State's 
Prison, for the jury found brutal 
rape fiend guilty as charged with very 
little ceremony last evening, being out 
only twelve minutes, 

From the testimony offered in the 
case yesterday it seems that Farber 
and crime are by no means strangers, 
the fellow having been three times 
convicted of felony previous to his ar- 
rest for assaulting Miss Cummings. 

During the morning session of the 
trial a number of witnesses were ex- 
amined, 

Manuel Lugo, a Mexican now con- 
fined in the County Jail, testified that 
Farber had endeavored to pursuade 
him to swear that he ‘had been with 
the defendant onthe ntght of 
cember 29 when the assault was com- 
mitted. Lugo had refused to dv as 
requested, 

When the defendant himself was put 
on the stand he said that he was not 
near the vicinity when the assault oc- 
curred on the night of December 2), 
but had several days previous to that 
date gone to Artesia, where he worked 
at wood cutting. Later he went to 
Riverside and there engaged to work 
for a Mr. Darby. Later he had re- 
turned to this city, and from time to 
time since had worked at several out- 
of-town places. Me swore positively 
that he did not know and never had 
known Miss Georgia Cummings. More 
than that he was not guilty of having 
attempted to assault the young 
woman, 

All of this was said in the same 
line of defense calculated to establish 
the theory of an alibi as set up, and 
altogether was given in a direct and 
careful manner. The witness was con- 
siderably disconcerted, however, when 
Deputy Dupuy asked him if he had 
not previously been convicted of a 
felony, and he was obliged to answer 
in the aflirmative. When pressed as 
tu the nature of the crime upon which 
his conviction was secured he main- 
tained a stubborn silence and refused 
to answer the question. 

The case Was brought to a close, at 
3 o'clock, as far as the taking of évi- 
dence was concerned, and John W. 
Mitchell, Esq., made the opening ay- 
gument-in behalf of the prosecution. 
‘the attorney outlined briefiy the story 
of the assault, appealing to the sense 
of justice and decency of the jurors, 
and urging them to deal with the 
offender as behooved-reputabdle and hon- 
est citizens having the safety of their 
wives and daughters and the welfare 
of a civilized community at heart. 

On the side oz the aefense W. H. 
Young, Esy., offered a short argu- 
ment. He laid stress on the fact that 
un alibi had been established only on 
the testimony of the defendant, but 
urged that it a certain witness’ pres- 


ence could have been secured that 
corroborative evidence would not have 
veen Wanting 


Deputy District Attorney Dupuy, in 
Closing for the people, made his char- 
acteristic, earnest address with more 
than usual emphasis. hie began by 
viterlag an apology for taking up any 
lime at all Wilu argument, saying 
that if the jururs thought as he diu 
there would be no needa of anything 
further being said to cunvince them 
uf the defendant's guilt. 

Nv omission was made in the care- 
ful summary that the judge made of 
the evidence. Once. when in the inidst 
vf his piea, counsel tor the deiense 
interrupted him with, “Well, we ob- 
ject, the witness you refer to said that 
it Was about 7 o’ciock when she passed 
ulong the road.’ Mr. Dupuy sv.opped 
ior & moment, and then. turning to- 
“ward the counsel and defendant, with 
lire in his eyes, exclaimed impuassionate- 
ly, “it Was no such a thing: Mrs. Malt- 
man lesumed that it was / o clock when 
Miss Georgie, sebving and witn her 
vloluing torn Lo lallers, staggered up tu 
her house door; after vour client nad 
outraged her; after the villian, tne 
felon, had aragged, choked and brutally 
handied her. When you presume tu 
lake exception to my quoting of evi- 
dence you will get what yougdon't 
want.”” With that emphatic denunci- 
ation the gray-haired attorney again 
turned to the jury, while a murmur of 
applause ran around the courtroom, 
aid meek Mr. Young looked somewnat 
“sot upon.” 

lt Was nearly 5 o’clock when the 
court read the instructions to the jury, 
and the twelve men in the box retired 
in charge of a deputy sheritt, ‘hhey 
were brought in twelve minutes later, 
and rendered the verdict of guiity.

Time for the trial of Ah Hing, on 
charge of petty larceny, with prior 
conviction, Was yesterday set by Judge 
Smith for August 19, at 10 o'clock. 

J. Alberts. a former inmate of the 
County Hospital, was examined in 
Judge McKinley's court vesterday by a 
lunacy commission, consisting of Drs. 
Hughes and Wernigk, and, upon being 
adjudged insane; was ordered commit- 
ted to the asvlum at Highlands.

Joyee in an action for a review of 
judgment against John Eggert. 

The federal grand jury was in ses- 
sion for a short*time vesterday, ad- 
journing finally until Monday.

Smith's daughter since having arrived 
from the East. the desired testimony 
was furnished. and a decree granted 
as praved for.
